NHARLOTTE LENOX, the

is the third daughter of the duke and 
duchefs of Gordon. Her grace was 
married September oth, 1789, to co- 
lonck Lenox, now duke of Rich- 
mond, by whom fhe has a very pu- 
merous farpily. 

Upon the death of the late duke of 
Richmond, who died at an advanced 
period of lite, and without legitimate 
iGue, his title and fortune devolved 
upon his nephew, general Lenox, the 
prefent duke.

Upon the diffolution of the late 
miniftry, when the friends and adhe- 
rents of mr. Pitt were again called to 
the helm of power, the duke of 
Richmond was not forgotten. An 
offer was immediately made to him 
of the lord lieutenancy of Ireland — 
His grace accepted the office, and 
his brother-in-law, the duke of Bed- 
ford, was immediately recalled. Ie 
may here be remarked, that the re- 
call of his grace the duke of Bed- 
ford was foftened to his feelings as 
much as poffible, and in being thus 
fuperfeded - a near relation, the dig- 
nity might be confidered as ftill con- 
tinuing in the fame family. 3 

"The duchefs of Richmond accom- 
panied her hufband to Dublin a few 
months fince ; and is, of courfe, ftill 
in the Irifh metropolis. 

As a public character we have lit- 
tle to fay of her grace. Her con- 
duct is worthy of her rank, and her 
affability and good humour make her 
equally beloved and refpeéted. °- »

fino were two of the mofi lovely wo- 
men that Sicily ever boafied.

Juft adjoining the banks of the river, 
is avery large diftillery; UL under- 
flood it belonged to a mr. Cruife, and 
colt feveral thonfand pounds in its 
erection—it makes a very handfome 
appearance. On paling Chrough the 
totvn, T obferved a very large fcale ot 
building in great fot wardnefs, intend- 
td for a battery and barrack: it co- 
vers nearly three acres of gtound, 
and mult coit a great fum before it 1s 
completed; however, public works 
of this kind laid out in our own coun- 
try, have the advantage of enricii-

QREADFUL ACCIDENT. 

Sadids Wells.—As the curtain was let- 
ting dov/a Thurfday night at this theatre, 
to prem?’ “or the water fcene in the Wood 
Dem", a quarrel commenced in the pit, 
ant ome people cried out ‘A fiebt.”. The 
exclamation was miftaken for a cry of 
‘fre [t. was.a benefit night, and the 
houfe was crowded, ‘The effect of fuch an 
glarin may be conceiwed, but cannot be 
giequately deicribed + every part was (er- 
eor and confulion : the people in the galle- 


ry, pit, and boxes, all prefled eagerly for- 


ward to the doors, but could. not obtain 
eprefs in time to anfwer their impatience. 
Tne orcflure was dreadful ; thole next tothe 
avenues were thrown down by thofe imme- 
diately behind, without diltinttion of age 
of ex. Of thofe quite in the rear, fouje 
became de{perate; they threw themfelves 
from the gallery into the pit, and from the 
boxes upon the ftage. A horrid dilcord of 
freams, Oaths, and exclamations reigned 
throughout. On the exterior of the theatre, 
the fcene was not lefs dreadful ; at every 
door and avenue might be feen people 
dragging out the audience, whole ftrength 
was exhaufted, and-who were unable to ef- 
fet their elcape, but had jut itrength to 
gain the paflage, or been forced forward by 
the crowd behind. Not lefs than fifty wo- 
men were fainting at the fame time, on the 
infide and outlide of the houle. ‘The per- 
formers who had not heard the exclamation 
that excited, this alarm, came forward on 
the flage, full of aftonifament and furprife 
at the icene before them, and fome of them 
catching the alarm, ran away in their 
Grefks. In this frightful fituation, thg 
manager came forward with a {peaking 
trumpet and ajjured the audience, that there 
was not the diehteft danger or caufe for the 
alaxm ; and that there was no fires that 
he conceived the alarm was excited by a {ce 
ot pick-pockets, for the purpofe of, com- 
mitting depredations: and that one of 
xem was then in cuftody. At this time 
about two-thirds of the audience had ef- 
wcied their efeape trom the pit and boxes, 
: The 
remasning company in the pit and boxes re- 
Covered confiderably from the alarm ; but 
the aiigrance of the manager had no ef- 
fed upon the peonie in the gallery, Find- 
ing the crowd not clearing away with a ra-
